M innesota’s only covered bridge, lo­ 
cated at Zum brota, ■will give w ay to 
the m arch of progress this sum m er 
w hen a new structure is erected in 
connection w ith the grading and re­ 
location of tru n k highway No. 58, be­ 
tween th at city and Red Wing. Bids 
on the new bridge over the Ztimbro 
river, seven o ther new bridges, and 
seven bridge widening jobs, will be 
opened April 5, Commissioner C. M. 
Babcock announces. 
The wooden covered bridge a t Zum ­ 
brota was built in 1869. It was built 
of selected white oak timbers, on a 
good foundation, doweled w ith oak 
pins, and was well m aintained by the 
m unicipality until the state took it 
over as p art of tem porary tru n k high­ 
way No. 58 in 1921. Since then it has 
had regular m aintenance by the state. 
The bridge is as sound as w hen new, 
b u t it is wide enough for only one 
lane of traffic, and loads have been 
restricted to six tons.
